No more 
Keys, please 


College considers 
swipe card system

In the future, when students forget 
their keys, they might not need to rely on 
a crushed soda can jammed in the door or 
their friend to let them in. Swipe or prox- 
imity cards are replacing conventional 
keys at many colleges, and St. Michael’s 
could be next. 

Swipe or proximity cards might be 
installed at entrances of dormitories, aca- 
demic buildings and computer labs around 
campus, according to Director of Safety 
and Security Peter Soons. 

“It’s something we explored a few 
years ago,” he said. “It’s a pretty hefty 
undertaking.” 

Swipe cards would require a student 
to run the card through an electronic read- 
er. Proximity cards would allow students 
to flash a card near an electronic device to 
open doors. The type of system that would 
be installed has not been determined. The 
system would be incorporated into stu- 
dents’ Knight Cards. 

Administrators have discussed mak- 
ing the change but have not decided when 
to do it, said Chief Information Officer 
Bill Anderson. A group of administrators 
including Soons, Anderson and Dean of 
Students and Vice President for Student 
Affairs Mike Samara, met last semester to 
discuss the issue. 

“That group has not gotten back 
together to review that concept,” Anderson 
said. “The project can’t really start until 
July.” 

One benefit is there is more control 
over access to buildings on campus, Soons 
said. 

“The benefits are you have a lot more 
control over access,” Soons said. 
“Residence halls can be open for all stu- 
dents for certain times.” 

The process of converting from keys 
to card access would be pricey. 

“In terms of planning and pricing, it’s 
about $3,000 a door,” Soons said. This 
price does not include the overall cost of 
installing the system. The cost is so high 
because the system would be retrofitted 
for existing doors, Soons said. 

Student reaction to the idea of a card- 
access system is varied. First-year Heather 
Famnico said she thinks the college should 
do it.

library. 

“It makes sense to have 
enhanced network access there,” 
said Bill Anderson, chief infor- 
mation officer. “Wireless 
enables flexibility of the use of 
technology that you don’t get on 
a wired layout in terms of stu- 
dents being able to collaborate or 
have access to the resources as a 
part of the more natural flow of 
the work they’re doing.” 

The estimated cost for 
installing the network is 
$30,000, said Howard 
D’Angelo, Student Association 
secretary of academics. 

The technology behind 
wireless consists of a series of 
access points installed in the 
ceiling of the library that allow 
users to connect. A student using

College looks to remain competitive with other honor society schools

Thirty-nine seniors and eight 
juniors were inducted into Phi 
Beta Kappa Honor Society in a 
ceremony on April 15 in 
McCarthy Arts Center.

Ten percent of faculty and 
staff members must be members 
in order for a college to be con- 
sidered for a chapter. St. 
Michael’s applied to the national 
chapter and went through signifi- 
cant review before becoming a 
part of the society. 

There is no application 
process. Only juniors and seniors 
can be candidates. They must 
excel in their majors and show 
academic curiosity by taking a 
variety of courses that add bal- 
ance and breadth to their educa- 
tion, Ashline said. 

Juniors must have a grade 
point average in the 98th per- 
centile and seniors must be in the 
85th percentile or higher of the 
class. Candidates must have 
demonstrated knowledge of 
mathematics and a foreign lan- 
guage, Ashline said. . 

To decide who is inducted, 
chapter members meet and con- 
sider potential candidates. 


“What we do is get a list of 


eligible students and figure out 
who we want to invite,” Ashline 
said. “We contact these people 
individually, and if they choose 
to accept, they are inducted as a 
member of the society for life.” 

Junior Hannah Edwards said 
it was an honor and a surprise 
that she was invited to join, hav- 
ing had no idea she was even eli- 
gible. 

“It was great to be recog- 
nized for how much effort I put 
into my work and to be noticed 
for my effort and dedication,” she 
said. “I’m proud to be a part of a 
group of people that hold educa- 
tion so highly and I hope to sup- 
port it in the future.” 

To join Phi Beta Kappa, an 
initiation fee of $50 must be paid, 
but this year an anonymous bene- 
factor paid for all inductees, 
Edwards said. The total cost for 
all this years inductees would be 
$2,350. 

“The ceremony was a suc- 
cess, it was very well received.

The recital hall was quite full of 
families and members of the 
community,” Ashline said. 

Of the 220 Catholic colleges 
in the country, only 20 have Phi 
Beta Kappa chapters. Three other 
Catholic colleges in New 
England have chapters: Boston 
College, the College of the Holy 
Cross in Worcester, Mass., and 
Fairfield University in 
Connecticut. 

Compared to institutions 
similar to St. Michael’s, the 
library has spent less on materi- 
als. In 2002 and 2004, the Faculty 
Assembly passed two resolutions 
addressing concerns about the 
library materials budget and rec- 
ommended to the administration 
that there be a substantial 
increase in the future, chapter 
Vice President George Dameron 
said. 

“The faculty, student repre- 
sentatives, administration and 
board of trustees have recognized 
that our library is not up to par 


with other Phi Beta Kappa 
schools,” Dameron said. “The 
library materials budget has been 
less than appropriate, and action 
is being taken to rectify the situa- 
tion by endorsing a budget that 
should take St. Michael’s library 
to the top of the ranks.” 

The materials budget refers 
to books, CD-ROMs, DVDs, and 
online databases. 

In a 2002 National Center 
for Education Statistics ranking 
of budgets for library materials, 
St. Michael’s ranked 13th of 15 
similar institutions. 

“My opinion is that our 
materials budget is very low rela- 
tive to where we should be, 
regardless of Phi Beta Kappa sta- 
tus,” Dameron said. 

The board of trustees has 
endorsed a plan that remedies the 
situation through the year 2010. 
This plan was included in the col- 
lege budget that was passed by 
the board two weeks ago, 
Dameron said.

“It quickly became obvious

Junior Krystal Wrinn said 
during the meeting that she felt 
that no matter what the Senate 
wanted, Walker and O’Connor 
would not budge on their deci- 
sions. She said she believed

Both Walker and O’Connor 
denied the accusation. 
The voting process 

After the Senate denied 


Wellens the position of secretary 
of finance and voted Gladding 
into the position of secretary of 
programming, the Senate decided 
to reconsider both positions. 

Walker and O/’Connor 
appeared to be frustrated when 
Dubuque motioned to reconsider 
Gladding’s nomination. Dubuque 
reminded the Senate it had the 
power to say no and if members 
felt they had to, they could vote 
again. 

“We have a bold vision in 
plan and want our E-board to 
support that,” Walker told the 
senate. 

“It makes sense to Tyronne 
and I to put people in their posi- 
tions,” O’Connor said. 

According to Monahan, this 
was the first time in his S.A. 
experience that the Senate voted 
down an E-board nominee. 

After more deliberation, new 
votes were taken and Wellens and 
Gladding were voted into the 
positions recommended by 
Walker and O’Connor. 

The aftermath 

Walker said that although 
Isabelle and other students were 
disappointed with the process of 
E-board selections, it is the same 
process that has been in place for 
several years. 

“Everyone agreed on the 
process before it was done,” he 
said. 

There is a lot of ambiguity as 
to who selects the E-board, but 
Walker said it will be cleared it 


up for next year. 

“This is a classic example of 
people not getting their way and 
crying foul at the end,” Walker 
said in response to those who 
were unhappy with the nomina- 
tions. 

The S.A. constitution says 
the P&N Committee is in charge 
of the selections, Isabelle said. In 
the past, the president-elect and 
vice president-elect have had the 
final say on selection, he said. 

Despite his reservations on 
the process, Isabelle said he 
thought next year’s E-board 
members would do their job well. 

“We have an acceptable E- 
board with very determined lead- 
ership,” Isabelle said. 

Monahan said he was disap- 
pointed with the meeting and 
how the entire process was han- 
dled. 

“Their (Walker and 
O’Connor’s) minds were made 
up before the interviews even 
took place,” he said. “I feel I 
wasted 10 hours on something 
that my opinion wasn’t influenc- 
ing.” 

Dubuque said he didn’t 
believe the president-elect and 
vice president-elect listened to 
the students. 

“In the S.A. meeting last 
night, they were scornful of the 
senators and arrogantly main- 
tained that they (Walker and 
O’Connor) were right,” he said. 
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Editorials 
Not a ‘damn good’ system 


If Student Association senators, especially first-years and 
sophomores, were feeling a bit frustrated and confused after 
the April 19 S.A. meeting, they had every right. The Defender 
was, too. 

S.A. senators were asked to vote on a single nominee for 
each of the following Executive Board secretaries: policy, 
programming, communications, academics, student life and 
finance. A candidate was then nominated for each position by 
President-elect Tyronne Walker and Vice President-elect Dave 
O’ Connor. 

First of all, if the S.A. Constitution says the Personnel and 
Nominations Committee should be deciding on the nominees, 
why is the decision being left to the president- and vice pres- 
ident-elect, who were biased in their nominations? Just 
because it has traditionally been done this way, does not make 
it right. It was clearly painful for some members of the P&N 
Committee, who felt their concerns were being ignored. If we 
are going to leave the decisions up to two people, why should 
a larger committee have to suffer through 10 hours of debate 
and discussion when their votes (in some cases) don’t even 
seem to count? 

This aside, the Senate was left to vote on the nominations. 

This seems simple enough, doesn’t it? The catch is that 
senators were given no notice of who the nominees were, nor 
their credentials. They simply had to rely on others’ opinions 
or off-the-top-of-the-head information, and Walker’s “damn 
good” decision-making abilities. Many senators were left 
feeling they couldn’t make an informed vote. 

Although the president, president-elect and many mem- 
bers of the S.A. agreed the system needed tweaking, it is truly 
saddening that they felt compelled to continue simply because 
it had always been done this way. Instead, senators were made 
to suffer through a three-hour meeting because they had to 
repeatedly ask questions about every candidate’s credentials. 
Senators should have been given a list of the candidates and 
their credentials at least a week in advance, so they could have 
been prepared for the vote. Tensions that did occur because of 
this faulty system could have been avoided. 


George W. ... Walker? 


When a member of the Student Association starts accus- 
ing its future leader of sounding like President George W. 
Bush, it might be time to start worrying. There was clearly 
tension in the air at the April 19 S.A. meeting, where senators 
were asked to confirm President-elect Tyronne Walker and 
Vice President-elect Dave O’Connor’s nominations for the 
Executive Board. 

Before the night was done, one S.A. member accused 
Walker of not caring about the Senate’s vote. And rightly so. 
Walker did say that it was doubtful he and O’Connor would 
change their nominations even if the S.A. voted them down. 
S.A. President Andrew Pavlofsky had to silence Walker more 
than once because he would not stop preaching his “damn 
good” decision-making abilities to the seemingly incompetent 
Senate. 

The Defender will not dwell on some of the more con- 
tentious behavior at the April 19 meeting. One can only hope 
that this summer will cool some of Walker’s and O’Connor’s 
more dominating traits and leave them ready to serve the stu- 
dents and not themselves.

Kunin or the Political Science 
Club wish to bring a PAC to cam- 
pus for an educational purpose, 
why not bring an environmental 
PAC, or any other one that does 
not advocate the destruction of 
human life or stand in direct con- 
flict with Catholic Church teach- 
ings? 

I worked for Ms. Kunin’s 
campaigns as a college student, 
excited about promoting women 
in politics, but unaware of her 
extreme positions, or the larger 
agendas of the young feminist 
movement. At this point, Ms. 
Kunin’s long-standing support of 
abortion rights (and now, physi- 
cian-assisted suicide), is a matter 
of public record. It would seem 
that her present focus is to align 
this. Catholic College with her 
political viewpoints. As a tuition- 
paying Catholic parent, I object.
